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lu There are 16 Soviet jet fighters and U transports at the recently repaired 
Ilorth Field, I'ukden . These planes are all piloted by Soviets, who aro 
billeted at the Air Force Building on Hanking Hoad. 


5. No planes are permanently stationed at Mukden airfields, but plane traffic 
is constant through East Field and North Field. There aro no radar' or 
anti-aircraft installations at these fields. They are guarded by 1,300 
troops. 

6. During December a large number of pianos arrived at Shanghai. 

?• Iran three to five planes occasionally use Changkueichuang Airfield, 

Tientsin, for refueling, but 'no pianos arc stationed there. One battalion of 
troops is guarding the field. Ift early November construction was started on 
an airfield at Yangts'un (117«05, 39-23), '20 railoo from Tientsin. This con- 
struction was still under way in December. 

0. On about 20 December there wore ho Soviet jet fighters, 37 former Nationalist 
light bombers, and 20 transports at Usiyunn (»S? jj| ) Airfield, Peiping. There 
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were 120 Soviet Air Force personnel, 600 Chinese Caurmniet Air Force personnel, 
and appraxisnately ijOO students at an air foroo training school at the Hold, 
The school course is 18 months. 

9. Thero is a radar and radio training school at Nanking. 

10. There are no paratroops training nt Pciping or Tientsin. Four Chinese 
Ccsmaunist paratroop brigades have completed training at Chiaoussu. 
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
